If the Officer's Section has not been fully occupied fifteen (15) min~ 
utes after the beginning of the show, enlisted men may occupy all vacant seats in 
that section but will not do so until 15 minutes has elapsed. : 


b. Enlisted Men: Enlisted men will occupy all seats to the left of the 
aisle and the rear section on the right. 


3. CONDUCT: 


a. Smoking is prohibited within the theatre. 

b. The use of obscene language and the practice of making loud and ob-— 
noxious remarks during the progress of the show will cease.

Promotion of Officers 


1. Memorandum No. 35-6, this Headquarters dated 14 July 1944 is rescinded. 
411 previous instructions in conflict herewith are rescinded. 


2 General promotion policy, all temporary promotions, will be governed 
by the following minimum requirements: 


A. Combat Crew Officers 


l. First Pilots, Airplane Commanders 

je 2nd to Ist Lt--iust complete a minimum of five (5) combat 
sorties satisfactorily, flying as Airplane Commander, prior to being recom- 
mended for promotion. 


lst to Captain--Must be a pilot on a lead crow and complete 
a minimum of fifteen (15) sorties, or be an exceptional Squadron leader with 
a minimum of twenty-five (25) combat sorties. 


2 Co-pilots 
2nd. to ‘1st Lt--Must complete a minimum of twenty (20) combat 
sorties. 


Se Navigators, Bombardiers 

2nd to 1st Lt--Must complete a minimum of twenty-five (25) 
combat sorties, except that navigators and bombardiers of lead crews. may be 
promoted at any time after they have proven their ability. 


lst_to Capteain--Only navigators and bombardiers of outstanding 
lead crews, capable of leading the Division, will be considered for promotion 
to the grade of Captain. 


4, Flight Officers 

~ Must complete & minimum of five (5) combat missions satis- 
factorily and, in addition, demonstrate the necessary qualities of leadership 
before being recommended for a commission in the Army of tho United States 
48 a Second Lieutenant. 


5. Rated officers will not be recommended for promotion at, or 
whortly befor, completion of their tour of duty when they are scheduled for 
return to the Zone of Interior for reassignment. 


6. Recommendations for the promotion of officer evaders will 
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not be initiated when these officers are scheduled for assignment to the Zone 
of Interior without completing their operational tour of combat duty. 


7. Exceptional cases 


a@. In exceptional cases where en officer has demonstrated 
outstanding ability in performance of duty on combat sorties or exhibited 
unusual loadership, the Station Commender will consider individual cases if 
the recommendation is accompanied by a full statement of facts to support 
the recommendetion, 


b. All promotions involving grades higher than Captaincy 
will be given individual consideration by the Station Commander. 


Be Ground Officers 
ECE Ss) 


i. In order to be eligible for promotion, ground officers will 
heave efficiency ratings of excellent or superior for the preceding six months. 
All recommendations will be submitted in accordance with the provisions of 
AR 605-12, 


2e It is again emphasized that the above requirements are a minimum 
and do not necessarily qualify an officer for promotione Unless an officer 
is performing his duties to the satisfaction of the Squadron and Group 
Commanders, he will not be promoted regardless of time in grade, or tho 
number of missions flown.

Pronmiotion of Enlisted Men 


1. The following policy as outlined will govern the promotion of enlisted 
members of combat crews. These regulations, as set forth, will determine the 
minimum requirements necessary and do not make the promotion of any man manda- 
tory simply because he has fulfilled these requirements: 


&- Ali enlisted personnel may be promoted to the grade of Sergeant upon the 
completion of their initial training period with the Group and before they becone 
operational. 


b. Upon the completion of five (5) operational missions the Aerial Engincer 
and Radio Operator may be considered eligible for promotion to the gerade of Staff 
Sergeant provided the pilot and squadron commander are both satisficd that the 
efficiency of the individual in that job justifies such a promotion, 


¢. All other enlisted members of a combat crew nay be considered cligible 
for promotion to the grade of Staff Sergeant upon satisfactorily completing fif- 
teen (15) operational missions, This provision applies to the Tail Gunner, Waist 
Gunner, and Ball Turret Operator. 


d. The Acrial Engineer and Radio Operator will be considered cligible for 
promotion to the grade of Tuchnical Sergeant upon the completion of twenty (20) 
Operational missions provided their individual efficiency justifies such a pro- 
tiotion. 


2 Individual cases of outstanding enlisted men may be considered individ-— 
ually, and recommendations for promotion of men at a time prior to that outlined 
above will be submitted to the Group Personnel Officer accompanied by a letter 
Setting forth in detail the reasons for such request.
